sidy. 
This was hi* recommendation, 
near the end of his 30-minute address, 
that credit system s ¡be broadened so 
a*s to relieve distress am ong the rarfh- 
fcfrs.

in co n tra st with a generous ovation 
for the President personally. 
W hen 
he entered the House cham ber, S ena­ 
tors seated in the fro n t rows facing 
the »Speaker's sta n d ;

sentatives and others on the fioor, in­ 
cluding a contingent of m arine officers

If Governm ent aid is a fa ir te rm to 
apply to 
authorization 
ag g reg atin g 
$75,000,000 to prom ote good roads for 
m arket highw ays, the President added, 
it is equally fit to be applied- to 
the 
establishm ent 
and 
m aintenance 
of 
American m arket 
highw ays on 
the 
“ salted seas”. 
As to present 
G overnm ent opera­ 
tion of the Shipping Board fleet, Mr. 
H arding said there was the unavoid­ 
able task of wiping out a $50,000,000 
annual loss, 
and 
losses a g g re g a tin g 
“many hundred of millions” in worn- 
out, sacrificed or scrapped 
¿hipping. 
The cost of the proposed legislation 
giving direct aid, he said, with ocean- 
ca rry in g m aintained 
at 
the present 
average, would not reach $20,000,000 


a year. 
The coming o f the President to the 
Capitol was, as always, a gala event. 
Public and restricted galleries were 
all fillul long before the hour set for 
his speech, while the doorways fram ed 
the faces of scores unable to g et in­ 
side. 
Shortly before the entrance of 
the President, the Senators marched 
in a fte r an heraldic announcem ent by
